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WAR versus REFORM. 
We scarcely think that the srguments of those who object to 
the carrying on a Reform Bill and a European war pari passu 
have quite been done justice to or fairly met by those who have 
undertaken to answer them in either House of Parliament. These 
arguments have been urged and these objections are felt not only 
by men who may well be suspected of using them asa cloak to 
mask hostility to all reform, and who, when they plead for post- 
ponement, really mean abandonment,—but by many others whose 
sincerity in the cause cannot be gainsaid or qu:stioned, and is 
indeed the very ground on which they desire to postpone its dis- 
cussion to a fitter and a freer time. It may be true enongh that 
the conduet of the war will nottake up the whole attention of the 
Ministers, nor the principal attention of any save those specially 
charged with its details, whoever these may be ; that Parliament 
will still sit on the usual evenings and for the usual number of 
hours ; and that it is idle to suppose that all these hours, or most 
of them, will be spent in discussing warlike proceedings or 
voting ways and means for carrying on hostilities with 
vigour :—and yet it is equally true that these topics will compel 
both Ministers and Senators to bring to electoral discussions a 
distracted attention and a divided mind. It is true enough, as 
has been argued, that the Bill is already prepared ; and that the 
Cabinet has contrived to do this work, difficult and perplexing as 
it must have been, while harassed by the uncertainties and 
anxieties of an impending rupture.—but what is the fatigue and 
effort of framing a measure in the closet, of revolving it in 
solitude and quiet, even of concocting and discussing it in a con- 
clave of four friendly fellow-labourers,—compared with the toil, 
and vigilance, and energy needed for fighting it night after night 
against hostile pas. beg disgusted supporters, disappointed 
expectants, and wavering allies,—for defending it against the 
fears of those who think it goes too far, the fury of those who 
think it dees not go far enough, the Inkewarmuess of those who 
think the subject should not have been entered upon now, the 
animosity of those who. think it should never have been entered 
upon at all? It is one thing to strike ont a wise and statesman- 
like conception : it is another and a very different thing to carry 
out that conception to a practical result through a cross fire from 
angry foes and doubting or disapproving friends. For this work 
the whole conce energies of a stable Government in a 
quiet tiate are not too great. 

Still we do not dispute that the Ministers to whom the manage- 
ment of the Reform Bill is entrusted may find time and strength 
to face all opposition, to answer all objections, to defend the 
various positions they may take up. Public men acquire a wonder- 
ful versatility of mind, a power of directing their whole thoughts 


upon subject after}subject iu rapid succession, which is astonishing 
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to less trained and practised intellects. But the nation has not this 
faculty. The people—whom the question of Representative Re- 


form especially concerns—can, as we well know, never attend to | 


more than one topic at a time. Whatever claims to share their 
attention, to call them off from the one special matter that has — 
fairly got possession of them, is impatiently put aside, is resented | 
as an annoyance, is snubbed as an impertinence, and ends by be- | 
coming hated as an importuanity. The very man, to whom a | 
month ago we listened with uadivided attention, and who might | 
then prose for ever on his one idea without wearying us, we now, | 
when something else occupies us; curse and abomivate as an in- 
trusive and pertinacious beggar! * Confound the fellow! What | 
a bore he is! Has he no tact? Does be suppose we have | 
nothing else to do than to attend tohim now!" Accordingly we | 
ring the bell, desire John to show him the door, aod detest the | 
very sight of him for ever after. Now, is it treating a great | 
national subject with fitting respect to expose it to a reception like | 
this? Is it doing justice to it to cast it before the public | 
at a moment when, owing to the preponderating excitement of a | 
great and novel crisis, it creates only languid interest and can | 
command only partial attention? What editor of a newspaper | 
does not know that you may pour ont, day after day, colama | 
after colamn, of inferior stuff on a question which is engrossing 
the general mind, secure of an eager and attentive audience, | 
while the most brilliant and masterly papers on any other topic | 
fall flat, and are as utterly useless and echoless as the voice of one | 
crying in the wilderness? What publisher does not withhold 1 
from the world any book in which he is interested, till any great

absorbing sabject which for the moment fills every mind, has | 
passed away and left a vacancy to be supplied? What publisher, 
for example, would not have felt that he was victimising and 
slaughtering a work on the law of settlement, or a treatise on | 
political economy, if he had issued it in the midst of the stormy | 
struggles of 1832 ?—or a history of Russian aggressions, if he had |} 
sent it forth in the crisis of the Cora Law contest ?—or a brilliant 
poem or a philosophical monograph, if he had published it during | 
the awful sufferings of 1847 or the fierce excitement of 1848? | 
Is not the analogy one which statesmen may not unreasonably | 
lay to heart? This is the first objection to proceeding with the | 
Reform Bill in the midst of war, which we do not think bas been | 
answered. 
Again. May not the various parties interested in the question, | 
complain with some justice of its introdaction at such a | 
pecaliar time? Will not the opponents and criticisers of the | 
Government measure, whether Radicals or Tories, fight, as it i 
were, with a halter round their necks—or, if that wetaphor | 
be too strong, with fetters round their limbs? If they are, 
as we believe, sincerely anxious to give their cordial support to | 
Government in carrying on the war, will not their position be a i 
somewhat cruel and contradictory one, when their reform opinions | 
oblige them to oppose this Government night after night, to run 
it hard, to press it close, perhaps even to defeat it on minor, if 
not on important, clauses? Wishing honestly to strengthen the 
bands of Government, they will be compelled to exhibit them- 
selves in the attitude of men who are deliberately labouring to 
weaken it. For, weaken it, both in reality and in appearance, de- 
feats or close divisions on a great Cabinet measure inevitably 
will. It would cease to feel the bold confidence, the comfortable 
sense of stability which the command of a majority can alone 
give. But what is far more important is the appearance which a 
Government so pressed and baffled would preseut in the eyes ot 
foreigners, whether allies or foes. Our own people may under- 
stand that parties, though divided on a home question, are united 
on the great externalone. Foreign nations will not understand 
this. They wiil never believe that a Miuistry that can scarcely

his own return. Some may be unseated, and serious embarrass 
ments and hindranees to public business may easue therefrom. 
Some may be kept in hot water and with a divided mind for

. ty agree. In the county courts, the choice of the parties 
nes it: in the other courts, the judge is to have a veto on 
eir shoice, and he is to determine the mode of trial. It is in- 
tended, also, to raise the qualification of jurors, and, by haviug a 
common list of special and common jurymen, ensure in all trials 
the presence of some of the former. The practice of requiring 
the jary to be unanimous is to be maintained, but they are no 
longer to be starved into unanimity. They are now to be per- 
mitted, at the discretion of the judge, to have reasonable refresh- 
ment; ahd if at the end of 12 hours they cannot agree, they are 
to be disehargéed, and a new trial bad as if no previous trial had 
taken place. A’ few cases of double trials caused by the obstinacy 
of a juryman will extend very rapidly the practice of parties praying 
to have a trial without a jury, and of judges acceding to their 
request. 

n cases Involving eae accounts, which ought never to be 
brought before a court for decision, a person is to be nominated 
to whom the accounts are to be referred, and such cases will no 
longer be carried into court.

All these are judicious changes, and, if the Lord Chancellor 
does not at once adopt all the recommendations of the Commis- 
sioners, he shows great discretion both in what he adopts aad 
what he rejects. The alterations will make the administration of 
the law more prompt, aad that itself will make it more jast. While

with one exception, as far as they go, are judicious. The plan 
} for allowing the veto to the judge on the choice of the parties to 
exclude the jury is objected to, and the propriety of the absolute 
permission is justified by the practice of the county courts. Bat 
these courts try only actions of debt, rarely involving anythin 
beyond a disputed sam of money ; while many of the actions t 
by the other courts for the recovery of money—which is the form 
the action receives~involve serious criminal charges. Besides 
the repugnance of the judges at present incur to the exclusive re- 
sponsibility in such cases—which they are likely soon to get over, 
and to become desirous of the responsibility and the power—many 
cases concerning character and the feelings of men in a very 
different walk of life from judges will be best decided by juries ; 
and belicving that the judges will not, after a short time, refuse to 
exclude a jury when the parties to a snit require it, we conclade 
that the Lord Chancellor has done well to reserve this power to 
the judges. The point, however, is of minor importance, and the 
opinions concerning it, whatever they be, can only detract in a 
very small degree from the merits of the many insprovements.

THE RUSSIAN TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 

Tne circular of Messrs George William Schrider and Co., 
of Riga, with which we have been favoured by Messrs 
Witkins and De Bruyn, of Threadueedle-street, states (con- 
firming what we stated last week) that “the export of 
“ most articles from Riga had, in 1853, considerably exceeded 
“the export of the preceding year.” It adds :—* The total 
** value, also, is further enhanced by the generally higher prices. 
“The prosperous condition of the communities abroad gave 
** reason to hope that our markets would have been very active 
“ during the winter months. Unfortanately, however, political 
“ circumstances havé so much interfered in this respect, that 
‘“* there has been hitherto but a very limited amount of business 
* done on contract in any article ; all parties abroad seem to be 
“ alarmed by the prospect of an unfavourable issue to the nego- 
‘* tiatious which have been going on. Contracts for hemp were 
** entered into in October for spring delivery at 92, 87, aud 82 ro. 
“for all meney ;3 ro. more, with 50 per cent., and5 ro. more, 
“with 10 per cent. hand-money. German houses, however, 
** wera the sole purchasers, so that holders reduced their demands 
** by the end of the year to 84, 80, and 76 ro., by’ whieh time 
“ about 25,000 berk. had been contracted for. The beforé-stated 
“influence has since greatly checked business. ‘The ¢rop is 
“ reported to be abundant in quantity, however partially nonga- 
“* tisfactory as to colour and length, while it is of a strong fibre. 
** We can form no idea of the probable quantity to be expected 
“* by the barks, but conclude that, unless some pecuniary assist- 
** ance be affurded to the dealers, a much smaller quantity than 
** usual will be brought down. Money is scaree in the interior, 
“* as scarcely one-fourth of last year’s advances has been made 
“* thither.” 

It is plain, therefore, that the probability of war has already 
begun to tell on business in Russia. Contracts for hemp, and 
flax, and linseed, and tallow, and all other articles of export, are 
no longer eutered into for spring delivery ; and money, which it is 
customary to advance to all the growers and dealers throughout 
the country, is not advanced this spring. Money, in conseqnence, 
is scarce in the iuterior. Scarcely one-fourth of last year’s ad- 
vances have been made on the tallow, hemp, flax, &c., that would 
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have no delight in the game of “ beggar my ; 
Rassia, it is plain, will suffer more from her trade being cut off 
with England than England will suffer from losing her trade with 


hile our exports to Rassia were in 1852 1,099,917%, little 
more than the 78th part of our total exports, 78,076,854/, the ex- 
of Russia to England were in 1847-8 one-third of her 
total exports. In the two years given in the last consular retarns, 
the average of the total exports from Russia to Asia, Europe, and 
America were 18,525,789/, and the average of the two years’ ex- 
ports to England was 6,994,012/, or 37 per cent. of the whole 
trade of Russia. e larger we make our estimate of the value 
of the exports Russia to England the greater is her loss, but 
not ours. Our loss will only consist in the greater cost at which 
we shall obtain these articles from other countries ; but Russia 
will find no other market for the third of her exports than Eng: 
land, and will suffer severely, as she already suffers from a mere 
slackness in our demand, and from our not sending money to 
¢ purchases and make advances. 
At this particular season we have great need undoubtedly of 
the corn which Rassia is accustomed to'sell to us; but, as long as 
the present high price continues, corn will bear the charge of land 
carriage, and we shall not be deprived of Russian corn. As 
to timber, the stoppage of the supply from Rassia will bring 
greater quantities from Norway and America, where the supply 
is at present practically unlimited at an adequate price. So with 
bristles, and hemp and flax, and tallow, all the produce of a rude 
agriculture, and needing only room to grow them, of which there 
is a great abundance out of Russia. It is highly probable, we 
think, that the skill of the people of America, where the crop 
of hemp is this year remarkably fine, including our own 
colonies, will be able to produce all the commodities cheaper 
than they are produced in Russia, and that one effect of the 
war will be, should the Czar be mad enough to continue it, to 
hasten the clearing and the civitisation of the new world. 

We are astounded by his coaduct. He has been hénoured, 
and has made conservatism, or even despotism, bearable in 
Burope because\he kept the peace between governments and 
nations. ‘Tyranny has been acquiesced in, because the indus- 
trious classes would have peace. ‘Chey neglected all the seductions 
of democracy and liberty, because they led to disorder and dis- 
turbance. Men have tolerated despotism for quietness, and 
they will cease to tolerate it when it brings war in its train. 
Por the despot of the North to plunge Europe into war, and for 
the other quasi despotisms of Europe not from the first to have 
set their faces against him, seems a forgetfulness of the tenure by 
which they have for some years held their thrones. 


SPEECH OF THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON. 


WE borrow this title from a contemporary, as well as the Speeeh 
which follows ; and, for those who lived through the reign of the 
first Napoleon, it must be an astonishing event to find such a 
title the precursor to an almost genera! eulogium on an Emperor 
Napoleon. His Speech refers to England, the former rival of 
France, forming an alliance together which every day becomes 
more intimate, because the opinioas the French are going to war 
to defend are the opinions of the English people. It is at once 
wonderful, and yet natural, to find the two nations of Europe 
that have for many years been continually engaged in strife— 
that have regarded each other for ages as natural enemies—now 
acting in harmony and with the greatest zeal, for they are the 
two most advanced nations of Europe, and the encroachments of 
one of the least civilised compels them to combine. The natural, 
yet unexpected, consequence of the proceedings of Russia is 
to unite France and England in bonds of friendship, promising to 
oo hereafter a solid and enduring guarantee in their union 
or the peace and progress of society. 

The French Chambers were formally opened by, theEmperor on 
Thursday. After referring at some leugth to the insufficiency of 
the last harvest, and the measures taken to remedy it, the 
Emperor said :—

France has as much, and perhaps more, interest at stake than Eng- 
land to prevent the extension of the influence of Russia indefinitely 
over Constantinople, for to reign at Constantinople is to command 
the Mediterranean, and not one of you, gentlemen, I think, will say 
that Eogiand alone has interests in that sea which washes three hun- 
dred leagues of our shores. Moreover, this policy does not date from 
yesterday. For centuries every national Government in France has 
maintained it. I shall not abandon it. Let men, then, no more 
say, ‘ Whatare you going to do at Constantinople?” We are going 
there with Eugiand to defend the gause of the Sultan, and, never- 
theless, to protect the rights of the Christians. We go there to pro- 
tect the freedom of the seas and oar just influence in the Mediterra- 
pean. We go there with Germany to assist it in maintaining the rank 
of which it seemed an attempt was made to deprive it—to make sure 
its frontiers against the invasions of a too-powerful neighbour. We 
go there, finally, with all those who desire the triumph of right, of 
jastice, and of civilisation.” 
On this solemn occasion, gentlemen, as on all others in which I 
may be obliged to make an appeal to the country, I am certain of 
your support, for I have always found in you e generous 
sentiments whiei animate the nation. Thus, strong in that support, 
strong in the nobleness of the cause, in the sincerity of our alliances, 
and, above all, putting our trust in the protection of God, I hope 
soon to obtain a peace which it will be no longer in the power of any 
one to disturb with impunity.” 





BOARD OF TRADE TABLES. 


Tere is nothing very remarkable in the Board of Trade Tables 
for the first month of 1854, which we now publish, except an 
improvement by adding the declared value of the unenumerated 
articles. As might have been expected, from the political state 
of our foreign relations, the declared value of our exports for the 
month is 368,748/ less than in the corresponding month of 1853. 
But some articles of consumption show an excess in January, 
1854, as compared to January, 1853. Thus the quantity of sugar 
taken into consumption was 650,221 cwts, against 595,671 cwts 
in January, 1853. One month in the year is, however, too 
short a period to enable us to form any opinion of the trade of 
— and we merely call the attention of our readers to the 
tables. 








PROHIBITION OF THE EXPORT OF WARLIKE 
STORES. 


Tue following Royal Proclamation has been issued, prohibiting 
the export of warlike stores :— 

Victoria, R.—Whereas by the Castoms Consolidation Act, 1853, 
section 150, certain goods may, by proclamation or order of Her 
Majesty in Council, be prohibited either to be exported or carried 
coastwise; and whereas we, by and with the advice of our Privy 
Council, deem it expedient and necessary to prohibit the goods here- 
inafter mentioned either to be exported or carried coastwise ; we, by 
and with the advice aforesaid, do hereby order and direct, that from 
and after the date hereof, all arms, ammunition, and gunpowder, 
military and naval stores, and the following articles, being articles 
which we have judged capable of being converted into, or mad 
useful in increasing the quantity of, military or naval stores—that is 
to suy, marine engines, screw propellers, paddle wheels, cylinders, 
cranks, shafts, boilers, tubes for boilers, boiler pletes, fire bars, and 
every article, or any other component part of an engine or boiler, oF 
any article whatsoever which is, can, or may become applicable for 
the manufacture ef marive machinery, shall be, and same are 
hereby prohibited either to be e from the United Kingdom, or 
carried coastwise.—Given at our Court, at Buckingham this 
18th day of February, in the year of our Lord 1854, and in the 17th 
year of ourreign. Gop save THE QuEEN.

HOPEFUL PROSPECTS. 
Durie another week of remarkably fine weather the month of 
February has closed, and has proved one of the best seasons for 
the land for spring crops on record. Not only

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

14,000 boxes Havana; 250 hhds Cuba and Porto Rico; 270 cases and 
3,500 bags Brazil. The supplies of the pat month have been only on 
a moderate scale, not reaching 25,000 tons; whilst the dehveries have 
gone on steadily progressing, those for home consumption in January 
and February hosiag been 52,100 tons against 48,100 in the same 
period last year, and for export 960 tons have b-en delivered against 
300; the stock, therefore, exhibits a further comparative deficienoy, 
being now only 84,900 tons against 91,200 in 1853. The last mail 
from Rio de Janeiro brought the shipments for the year 1853, whieh 
exhibited a faliing off, as compared with those of 1852, of no less than 
267,121 bags, the actual figures being 1,639,215 against 1,906,336, and 
2,037,305 in 1851. The prospects for the crop of 1854-5 are represented 
as excellent.

59,280 nee 45.828 
Under date of 20th January, o8., our Tsganrog friends write to 
us :—Wheet—The shipment of wheat in 1853 would have been much 
more considerable had it not been for the scarcity of shipping which 
wailed throughout the season, and the threatening aspect of po- 
Fities, which deterred many from venturing into fresh operations. The 
stocks Of wheat now lying in granary at the outports of the Azoff 
ready for shipment at the opening of the navigation are estimated at 
above 700,000 qrs. Should no interruption of our trede take place in 
consequence of the Eastern question, a similar quantity of wheat msy 
be expected to come down up to the end of June. We are of 
opinion even, that were confidence in the maintenance of peace soon to 
be established, and no difficulty be felt in procuring the adequate 
means of abroad, the quantity brought down from the 
country during the spring and beginning of summer would far exceed 
the figure above stated. The districts northwards of Tagaurog have last 
autumn produced a mapa uantity of soft wheat than heretofore. 
The high price which it pata, fetch« d, will no doubt epeyeas 
the proprietors in directing their attention towards the culture of this 
kind of wheat, best to the English market, and which in many 
instances we have both in weight and in appearance, to be fully 
equal, if not , to the best shipments from Berdiansk. Since 
the entrance of the English and French fleets into the Black Sea, 
most of the foreign houses have ceased purchasing, and the large 
arrivals of corn now daily coming in are being bought up by petty 
speculators at startlingly low prices. Hard wheat averages in value, 
according to quality condition, from 12 to 16 ro, equivalent to 21s 
to 27s per qr free on beard. Of soft wheat thejquantity brought to 
market is but trifling. For delivery in June there are sellers of Volga 
soft wheat at a price equal to 30s per qrf.o.b. At Berdiansk, soft 
wheat is quoted at equal to 36s per qr f.o.b, and at Mariopol at equal 

to 35s 6d per qr f.0.b. 





Foreign Correspondince. 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, March 2, 1854. 

The Légniptive Chambers open their session to-day, and the 
message of the Emperor will serve asa sort of manifesto to Europe 
of future policy. will show himself very warlike towards Russia, 
congratulating himself on the perfect understanding of his Cabinet 
with the English Government, and announcing that the Cabinets of 
Vienna and Berlin have entered into a treaty of alliance with the 
Western Powers. Much has been said for several days about that 
treaty, and few persons have an entire confidence in the good feeling 
of ‘Austria towards France and England. The Cabinet of Vienna is 
willing to uvoid any formal decision against any of the belligerent 
Powérs. The Emperor Francis Josej,h has written an autograph 
letter to Louis Napoleon, in which he recognises that justice is on the 
side of the Western Powers; he deplores the conduct of the Czar, 
end declares that Austria cou!d not bear the dismemberment of 
Turkey, and is ready to protect it against the Russian troops crossing 
the Danube and invading Bulgaria. But he apprehends revolutionary 
movements in bis states. “ Until now,” says he, “I conld dep nd 
upon the Emperor of Russia to assist me in case of need in order to 
repress revolt, and the dangers which the Austrian empire sur- 
mounted in 1849 are not forgotten. If Austria declare itself 
against Russia, it must recive from the French Cabinet a solemn en- 
gagement té help the Austrian empire against any aitempt of the 
revolutiouvists.” Louis Napoleon bas answered that letter, by giving 
the promise which was demanded, and proposing to insert a clause 
in the treaty by which France would take the engag: ment to give 
the Emperor of Austria any aid which would be requisite in case of 
serious di - That answer was sent to Vienva by M. Tascher 
de la Pagerie, the Emperor's Chamberlain, and it is said that the 
treaty has been actually signed by the young E.nperor of Austria, 

If such a treaty has been agreed on, it is indeed an important 
business, which will give some confidence to those who apprehended 
a European war, in which the three Northern Powers would have 
been eugaged against Eogland and France, But it seems that the 
Cabinet of Austria does not take the engagement of acting a warlike 
ey in the struggle. It will only preserve a strict neutrality, send-

Having stated the course taken by the Government, he said that the people of 
this country would have been justly indignant if great efforts had not be 
made to peace. But what had been the result of these efforis ?

hed ever to encounter before. This had been the result of six months’ forbear.

Though 
still desirous of peace, he saw ao prospect of it. Terms had been offered to the 
Emperor of Russia, which he had rej cted, and he had even sdded to hie origi- 
nal demands, for he had met the representations and remonstrances of his 
friends by requisitions to connect themselves with his policy. This was a defi- 
ance of Europe, and his noble friend need be under no apprehension. shat the 
challenge would not be taken up. But England was acting with. allies, 
avd their lordships would understand that it might be. imprudent not 
to take all mecessary precautions beforeband. Austria and,. Prussia 
had fully entitled themselves to our confidence; we were also. bound 
to consult the wishes and the dignity of the Sultan, and to inform him. of the 
measures about to be taken to guard the imtegrity and independence of, bis 
empire. A convention had been sent to the Sultan for his signature; and until. 
he had assented to it, it would be neither for bis dignity nor his. Independence 
to land large English and French forces upon his territory, Although a de- 
cla:ation of war had not been made against Russia, prepsrationg: were. going 
on to prosecute the war with vigour, in order to secure the blessing of peace. 
It would be impossibie, however, for the Government to pledge iteelf as to the 
objects of the peace. We were now, however, embarked upon a. great con- 
test which had long been foreseen, snd long postponed by the atateamen of 
Earope on account of ite magnitude and difficulty. Bat as we had been forced 
into it, this question must be settled once for alljand permanently. . Amidst 
cheers he declared that for the security and tranquillity of Europe it was ne- 
essary to check the aggressive and ambitious power of Russia, . The integ- 
rity of the Ottoman empire must be maintained, and solid guarantees taben 
by Europe against any di-turbence of the great blessing of ; but, on. the 
other hand, this country and the other Christian Powers would not be fulfil- 
ling the duty wow devolving upon them if they did not also take this oppor- 
tunity to seoure the rights of the Christian population settled in the dominions 
of the Porte. The speech of the noble ear] was iondly cheered. a 
Lord Lyttleton, the Marquis of Cianricarde, Earl Granville, and Earl Fitz- 
William having addressed the house, Lord Beaumont, in reply, expressed satit;

The answer to that demand ‘might be expected by the end of 
the month, and of course if it should happen to be in the negative, which was not 
at all improbable, it would then be the duty of Minixters to come to Parliament 
with a message that Her Majesty was no longer at peace with all the conti- 
nental Powers of Europe. Uocer these circumstances the Government thought 
it advivable to postpone the second reading of the Reform Bill until the 27th

BREAK-UP OF THE METROPOLITAN CoMMISSION OF SEWERS.—At a meeting 
of the Commission of Sewers heid on Mond y, :eports weve read for re-model- 
ling the eebeme of the late Mr Foster for the main drainage of London.

gree of efficiency with the greatest ciegree of eeonomy.—I am, Gentlemen, your 
obedient servant, (signed) Hawny Fitzroy.”

Heatta oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The deaths registered in London 
exhivit a considerable increase, having risen from 1,154 in the previous week to 
1,334 in the week that ended last Saturday. lo the four weeks that followed 
the middie of January the mean temperature was 42 deg.; in the 5th week it 
fell to 35-1 deg.; and last week it wa« 40°9 deg. In the ten corresponding 
weeke of the years 1844.53 the average number of deaths was 1,130, which if 
raised im proportion to increase of population becomes 1,243. The present 
return chows an excess above the estimated amount of nearly 100. The num- 
ber of births registered in the week was great, emounting to 1,795. Of these 
891 were of boys, 904 were of girls, In the corresponding weeks of the nine years 
1845-58 the average number was 1,477. At the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, the mean height of the berometer in the week was 30°096 in. The 
bighe+t means were 30°314 in. and 30-819 in. on Thursday and Saturday ; the 
lowest 29°786 in.on Monday. The mean tem,erature of the week was 40°9 deg., 
whieh is 1°5 deg. above the average of the same week in 38 years. On Sunday the 
mean temperature was 4-7 deg. beiow the aversg: ; during the rest of the week it 
was above the average, though for the most part to only a slight extent. The 
highest temperature in the weck was 53 deg. on Monday; the lowest, 30 deg. 
on Sundey. The mean dew-point temperature was 38°8 deg. The wind blew 


from the north-west and south-west. There was no fall

The chief property destroyed is the large warehouse 
of Messrs Rylands- and Sous, merchants, and dealers in Manchester goods 
generally. There was a stock of goods in the warehouse worth rather more 
than 120,000/, the greater portion of which was destroyed.

CoMMERCIAL Prospscrs.—The Mercantile Advertiser has the following 
interesting report on commercial prospects at this period: —“‘ We are still 
enabled to report rather favourably of the state of general business, although 
there are some branches in Dublin and in the country in which much heaviness 
prevails. Now that people have made up their minds for whatever sacrifices 
may be entailed by war, and are prepared for the worst, there is growing con- 
fidence and firmness in mercantile transactions; whilst the agricultural classer, 
from the very remunerativg prices of produce, are in a much better condition 
than they had been for several years.” 

INCREASE IN THE CULTIVATION OF WxHeat.—The increase in tillage is 
very considerable, and there is a greater extent of land under corm then has 
been witnessed at this period in any previous year. Inthe counties of Dublin 
and Meath the amount of cropping is unprecedented. For some years there 
had been a great falling off in the cultivation of wheat, but it has now become 
a most favvourite crop. Altogether our farmers are working with unwonted 
energy.and they are in a much more comfortable and satisfactory condition 
au for many a year. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE, 

Very little change has taken place in commercial affairs in’ Paris. 
Purchases are limited to the immediate wants of consumption, and 
all speculation in commercial matters is dead. French trade, however, 
is extending itself with Australia; and orders have been received in 
Paris from New York at reduced prices. The decline in the prices 
of corn has been stopped by the increased demands of bakers. 
Flour rose 1f the sack of 157 kilogrammes in the Paris market on 
Wednesday and wheat 10 sous the hectolitre. There was not. much 
business transacted, except by the bakers. On the other hand, the 
farmers, whose stock is every day decreasing, maintain the price by 

















not forcing sales. The stock of flour remaini in the Paris market 
stores still amounts to 32,000 metrical quin independent of the 


supply in the hands of the bakers. The following are the last quota- 
tions of the price of wheat per hectolitre in the principal markets of 
France :—Mulhouse, 33f 10c; Strasburg, 33f 75c; Besancon, Sif; 
Amiens, 33f 90c; Bourges, 33f 50e; Cherbourg, 33f; Pornic, 34f; 
Saumur, 33f 50¢; St Quentin, 33f; Tours, 32f 50c; ‘oulouse, 35f; 
Valenciennes, 37f 75c; Coutances, 35f; Lille, 37f. Rye is quiet, with 
a tendency to a decline. Barley is in bad demand. Oats have de- 
clined slightly. American flour has risen from If to 2f the barrel 
at Havre. Wheat is higher at Nantes than in Paris, but prices are 
maintained with difficulty at Marseilles, although they are lower than 
in London or Paris. Supplies, however, are constantly arriving, and 
several hundred ships laden with wheat are still expected. Notwith- 
standing the large importations of cattle from Spain and the arrival 
of vast quantities of salt meat from the United States, the price of 
butchers’ meat has again risen in Paris from one to two-sous the 
pound. It has now arrived at a, price beyond the reach of many of 
the operative classes. 

The Moniteur publishes a decree prohibiting the exportation or the 
re-exportation of arms of all sorts; lead, sulphur, powder, saltpetre, 
flints, copper caps, and projectiles or munitions of war of all kinds; 
of military clothing, articles for camping or equipment, and harness; 
horses, ships (whether for suiling or steamers), machines or machinery 
for navigation, and all other objects or parts of objects of naval or 
military materiel , 

Tbe following circular has been issued by the Minister of Foreiga 
Affairs to ali the diplomatic and consular agents of France :— 

Parie, Feb. 23, 1854. 

Sir,—Forced to admit the possibility of hostilities between us aud Russia, 
the Government of His Imperial Majesty, and that of Her Britannic Majesty, 
have thought that the alliance which they bave contracted in the presenee of # 
common danger ought to cover all those of their intereste which the conse- 
quences of the war might alarm or threaten. However great may be.the re- 
sources of which they dispose, especially at sea, they have to reckon on the 
unforeseen, If the war should break out, there may happen in regions where 
the naval forces of each of them may not be consiantly present, conjuvotures 
in which the persons of their nation or their commercial flag may not have at 
the necessary moment all the support necessary for their security. The two 
Governments had only to inspire each other with the thought whieh presides ip 
their present reports to find a means for providing for these eventualities, and 
they have found it in the concerted adoption of avyetem of reciprocal on, 
embracing those interests disseminated ander every latitude. The diplomatic 
and commercial agents, as well ae the commanders of the naval forces of 
of the two countries, on every point of the globe, must. therefore giv? 
their support to the subjects and commerce of the other in all the hypotheses 
in whien they may be threatened by the common enemy. Consequently, 
sir, you will consider, in such @ case, English subjects aud ehi,s in your district 
as having the same right asthe subjects and ships of France to all the assistance 
Within the meaning of your attributions ; and you will give notice of this di- 
rection to the cfficers of the marine of His Imperial Majesty, who should be ip 
& position to assist im the measures that the circumstances resulting from ® 
state of war appear to you to command. The agemts and officers of the navy 
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receive identical instructions, and thas the sub-

SPAIN, 

Advices from Saragossa state that an insurrection has broken out 
there against the Government; but it was suppressed after a whole 
regiment had been destroyed. Madrid and the provinces were 
declared in a state of siege, and numerous arrests were made. 
Among the persons arrested were MM. Gonzales Bravo, and 
Alexander Castro, both members of the Chambers; General Man- 
gano, and Mr Rance, an editor Of the Diario Espanol, Many other 
political persons, less known to fame, are also named. Orders have 
peem issued to arrest the senators Rios Rosas and General Serrano, 
with MM. Coello, Rua, and other editors of periodical papers. 


PORTUGAL, 

A letter from Lisbon states that, owing to the large exports of 

ain, a proposal had been made to prohibit further shipments, but 
that the proposition had been negatived in the Chamber of Peers, 
“Grain,” we are informed, “ still continues to be bought up eagerly. 
“Wheat stands at about 71s, Indian corn about 54s, aad barley about 
48s per qr on board, exclusive of freight and insurance, Brandy 
ranges at 45/ per pipe, and oil at 75/ per tun,” 


AUSTRIA. 

The new Finance decree had been published at Vienna. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the decree in question:—“ The whole of the 
State paper money now in circulation, at a forced course, will be 
transferred to the Imperial Royal Austrian National Bank, and will 
be converted, in proportion as it may be necessary, into bank notes. 
The Imperial Royal Administration of the State is guarantee to the 
Bank for the State paper money which has been transferred to it. The 
Administration of the State will indemnify the Bank for » ae 

ved ex connected with the conversion of the State 
ae Sooner into bank notes. The Administration of the State 
Aber pledges itself to pay a yearly instalment of at least 10,000,000 
florins to the Bank until the debt arising from the transfer of the 
a money shall be completely discharged. For the full se- 

the Bank an order on the Customs revenue of the State will 
be given, so that the above-mentioned conditions of payment may be 
uneonditionally fulfilled.” 


TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

We have no fresh news tu communicate from the seat of war in 
Turkey. The English and French fleets still remain near Con- 
stantinople, but a portion of the heavily-armed steamers is employed 
in conducting and protecting Turkish transports employed in 
carryiog men and ammunition to various, ports in the Black Sea. 
The Times states that “ the Governments of England and France have 
resolved to address to the Emperor of Russia a formal summons, 
calling upon him to give, within six days from the receipt of that 
communication, a solemn promise and engagement that he will cause 
his troops to evacuate the Principalities of the Dauube on or before 
the’30th of April. The refusal ou the part of Russia to comply with 
this just demand or to return a fitting answer will be regarded by 
the Powers as a declaration of war.”’ 

The St Petersburg Journal of the 24th contains the following as 
e copenane of the answer sent by the Czar tothe Emperor 

apoleon : 

“If his Imperial Majesty extends his hand to me as I extend 
mine, I am ready to forget the mortification I have experienced, harsh 
though it be. Then, but then only, can Ijdiscuss the subject treated 
of in his letter, and may perhaps arrive at an understanding. Let 
the French fleet prevent the Turks from transporting reinforcements 
to the theatre of war, and Jet the Turks send mea Plenipotentiary 
to negotiate, whom I wili receive as befits his character. The condi- 
tions already made known to the Conference at Vienna are the sole 
base on which I will consent to treat.” 

It was asserted at Vienna, on Thursday, that the Emperor of 
Austria will remaio neutral in the struggle, and that troops were 
about to be sent into Bosnia and Servia. 

The rupture of the diplomatic relations between Russia and the 
“Western Powers is thus referred to inthe Jowrnal de St Petersbourg : — 
“ The Governments of England and France have pretended not only to 
~protect the ‘Turks against al /attacks by sea on the part of Russia, but 
also to assist them in provisioning their ports, at the same time for 
‘bidding Russia to victual its own forces; in a word, depriving her, if 
‘need be by force, of free navigation in the Black Sea. The attitude 
‘thus taken by the two Powers constitutes, in the eyes of the Emperor, 
not only a serious infringement of his belligerent rights, but, moreover, 
an effective co-operation in a war, of which they had until lately re- 
mained spectators. His soe has deemed it right from this day 
forward to protest against such infringement, reserving to himself that 
line of conduct which shall become him in future contingencies.” 


GREECE. 
An insurrection has broken out in the South-Western 
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in Europe, and which, notwithstanding that the English 
‘Consuls have distinctly stated would be met with energy both by Eng- 
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land and France, is calcula ed to be productive of serious consequences, 
The following proclametion has been issaed by the insur, >—* We 
the inhabitants and primates (elders) of Radobitsi, in provinc- of 
Arta, under the pressure of the exorbitant taxation whieh has 
been on us by Otteman conquerors, who are not only inea- 
pable of civilisation, but besides violate the chastity of our maidens, 
do renew the strugzle of 1821, and swear by the name of the 
Almighty and by our sacred fatherland, in no case, and under no plea, 
nie ene ere we have obtained our liberty. Now, at the 
commencement struggie, we hope to rouse the sympathy of oar 
brethren, of the free Greeks, and of all those groaning onien the 
Ottoman yoke, so that they may take arms to renewthe holy 
war of 1821, and fight for faith, father and our inalienable rights. 
The war is holy and just, and no one who considers the weight of 
our burden and the rights of nations will utter a word in defence of 
our barbarous oppressors, or advocate the cause of the crescent, which 
is planted on the summit of our sacred church, Up then, 

rush to battle, throw off the hated yoke of our tyrants, and with us 
loudly proclaim to God and the world that we do battle forour father- 
land, and that the Most High is our shield of defence.” 





AMERICA. 

We have advices from New York to the 18th alt, The trade in 
foreign and domestic goods was improving, and money was rather 
easier. The importations are represented to be tolerably extensive, 
but not extravagantly so, and as the demand was likely to be more 
active, a healthy trade was looked for. As regards the export mar- 
kets, cotton is stated to be dull and heavy, whilst breadstuffs had de- 
clined in price. Provisions, however, were firm, in consequence of 
the demand being active for England. The amount of gold dust 
shipped from California in 1853 was 82,300,399 dols 42c, The 
winter was a very equable one, but little rain haviag fallen. 

The San Franciseo markets were in a very depressed and unset- 
tled condition. 


MAURITIUS AND THE CAPE. 
The latest advices from the Mauritius state that the island was in a 
very prosperous state. The export of sugar was coasiderably on the 
increase, and prices were very rm, viz., from 3 dols 30c to 5 dols 60e 
for low brown to vacuum clairced. The total shipments for the 
season had exceeded tho-e of the previous year by 10,000 tons. The 
exports to the 4th January had been 98,816,126 Ibs, against 
78,200,522 Ibs to the same period of 1853, 73,103,630 Ibs in 1852, acd 
157,854,915 Ibs in 1851. The weather was favourable for sugar- 
making. A sale of Java coffee (under the late Customs Consolidacion 
Act) had taken place at 8 dols 50c to 10 dols. Freights to Eagland 
were 2i 15s to 2/ 17s 6d. 
The accounts from the Cape are highly satisfactory. Trade was 
progressively improving in every respect, and the of wool 
appears to be very largely increased. The mining wealth of the 
colony promises ultimately to take a leading position in its sources of 
prosperity. 

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The commercial advices received from Bombay by the overland 
mail represent an uneasy ae prevail in reference to the unset- 
tled state of political affairs in Europe, and the om of India be- 
ing involved in the result. of an European war. From the fear of a 
heavy fall in the value of the public securities, should such an event 
take place, there was no longer any desire manifested to invest capital 
in stocks of any kind, and the market was therefore flat. Money was 
in consequence plentiful. and the rates of discount were unaltered, 
Trade remained in an inactive state, and although exports were not 
active, re as the supply of tonnage was small, freights had advanced 
to 80s for England. From Calcutta we learn, on the contrary, that 
the market for Government stocks and shares was very active and 
buoyant. The import trade was du'l, and prices were decining, but 
in exports a usiness was being done. The news from China is 
important. The insurgent cause continued to prosper, and the down- 
fall of the preseat Government appears inevitable. Trade naturally 
remained very dull. The Singapore dates are to the 19th of January. 
Business in imports had become still more inactive, and there was no 
prospect of improvement for some weeks. Prices were nominal. The 
export trade of the settlement, on the contrary, continued good, but 
rices had given way, owing to a limited amount of available tonnage. 
he Labuan dates are to the 3rd of January. The colony continued 
healthy, and the coal mining operations of the Eastern Arehipelago 
Company were proceeding very satisfactorily. 
The total export of tea from Chinato Great Britain, in 1853, was 
46,835,200 Ibs, against 41,107,500 lbs in 1852. The shipments of 
raw silk were 35,893 bales. against 17.226 bales in 1852,

CUMMERCIAL AND. MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 

The Right Hon. the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for 
Trade and Plantations have received, through the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty's Consul 
at Marsei'les, reporting that the quarantine imposed at Naples on 
vessels arriving from French ports has been removed. 

The Right Hon, the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for 
Trad» and Plantations have received, through the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, a copy of a despatch from Yer Majesty’s Consul- 
General at Havana, reporting that on the Ist of April next the port 
of Mariel wiil be closed to foreign commerce. 

At a special meeting of the Chamber of Commerce at Liverpool on 
Monday, called for the purpose of considering the expediency of mo- 
difying the present state of the law in respect of the unlimited lia- 
bility of partners, the following motion was agreed upon by a majority 
of 11 to 8:—* That this council, having given full consideration to 
the report of their sub-committee on this subject, affirm the 
principle set forth, viz.: That the present law, in so far as it prohibits 
the formation of _pprinesshige with limited liability, is unsound, and 
an alteration in this and other respects is urgently required.” 

The Board of Castoms have, at the request of the principal whar- 
fingers at the waterside, authorised an officer to be stationed in the 
long room at the Custom-house, to issue the landing orders for duty- 
paid goods in all cases in which it may be desired by the importers 
or their agents, who are to note upon their entries that they desire 
the orders to be issued from the long room. The Board have given 
further directions for facilitating the transaction of business ia this 
matter, and have intimated that they will farther consider that part 
of the wharfingers’ request in regard to the transacting of the entire 
import business in the jong room, at a future period. 

Advices from Brussels state that the difficulties which have so 
long retarded the conclusion of a new treaty of comm. rce between 
Belgium and France have been adjusted within these last few days. 
The treaty was signed at Brussels on Monday by M. d~ Brouckere, 
Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs,and M. Barrot, Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of France. The convention of August 22, 1852, for the 
ae of literary piracy in Belgium, is annexed to the treaty. 

he Crystal Palace Company have agreed to raise 250,000/ more 
a to complete the undertaking. 
General Steam Navigation Company have declared a dividend 
at the rate of 10 per cent , with a bonus of 2s 6d per share. 

The proposal of the Bank of Ergland to alter its hours of opening 
has been abandoned. The reasons given both for the original 
announcement of the measure and the final withdrawal of it, show 
that the public convenience and the satisfaction of effecting an 
arrangement that would, as it was hoped, without injury to any one, 
have lightened the position of many thousand persons, were the only 
considerations entertained. 

A meeiing of the Southern Whale Fishery Company was held on 
Tuesday, when a report was presented announcing the impossibility 
of raising further funds to prosecute the enterprise. Uuder these 
circumstances, the directors have sold the vessels as they have arrived 
from Australia, and the accounts to the latest period show a balance

The following, dated Jan. 26, has reached us from Colombo, in 
reference to the coffee crop:— The crop has been secured and 
picking is canereeenlly ever, The out-turn cannot be exactly 

wa yet, but will exceed 500,000 ewts, The quality generally is 
excellent. From Pusilava the reports of planting operations con- 
tinue favourable. We regret that we are not able to report favour- 
~~ on cinnamon. The want of rain prevented the sticks being cut 
in November, andé owing to the continued drought, much of it is now 
in flower ; the quality will theretore be inferior. There willalso be 
considerable loss, and the crop will uot be more than two-thirds of 
that of last year.” 

‘The Court of Common Council of the City of London has complied 
with the invitation of the royal commissioners, appointed to inquire 
into the affairs of the corporation, and has submitted its suggestions 
for a new corporate constitution. By this scheme it is propoeed to 
give the right of voting for aldermen, councilmen, or ward officers, 
to oceupiers of premises, whether shops, offices, or residencs, and 
whether ocoupying jointly, or alone, who are rated to the police rate 
at 10? perannum. All such persons are to be eligible as aldermen 
and councitmer, bankrupts and insolvents being disqualified. The 
Lord Mayor to be elected in Common hall from the aldermen who 
have served as therifis and the election to be absolute. Aldermen 
to be elected by the wards for life, and without liability to veto, The 
number of councilmen to remain as at present.

Businessis still very much affected by our political procerdings, 
and there are yet persons who hope that means will be found to 
avoid a war. The uncertainty, however, suspends much basi- 
ness and makes capital temporarily abundant. a 
Some inquiry and discussion has taken place in tae.conrse of 
the week into the underwriting business at Lloyd's, the’ result of 
which is stated to have been, that by the present mode of load- 


ing ships and otherwise transacting business, the risk is much 
increased, without the premium being increased ia proportion. 
The underwriters have done a large amount of business in the 
ear like other parties, but it has not been attended with addi- 
tional profit. Similar complaints bave been made im the United 
States, and it has been there proposed to increase the premidms, 
but the plan has been given up, some insurance companies being 
unwilling to make great alterations because they have had one 
unsuccessful year. Perhaps our underwriters, while they take 
roper precautions to protect themselves from negligence and 
aste, will also think that temporary losses ought not to dictate 
new general rates. 


We can state on excellent authority, that the report said to 
have originated in a telegraphic message that the Emperor of 
Russia has laid an embargo on English shipping, is without 
foundation. Another report received fronr Brody, and contained 
in the Wanderer, an Austrian paper, is more probable. Tt is 
that since the threatening war has stopped purchases in Rassia, 
it has become necessary to send considerable quantities oi gold 
from Petersburg in reimbursement of purchases made abroad. 
In order to put a stop to this exportation of the coin, the Rus- 
sian Government has been pleased to lay the same em sargo on 
the export of gold which it some time since impos.d on that 
of silver. 

Under our present circumstances the money market at New York 
becomes of more than usual interest, and we copy, theréfore, from 
the New York Shipping List of Feb. 18, the following account 
of monetary affairs there :— 


The unsettled condition of European affairs continues toereate 2 manifest feel 
ing of uneasiness in commercial and financial circles on this side of the Atlantic. 
Parties who are engaged largely in foreign trade, ne enough fee! con- 
strained to act with the greatest caution, in the absence of any assurance that 
the coptest between Turkey and Russia is not to invoke, at an early day, a 
general European war, In that case our Enropean trade mast be greatly in- 
fluenced, but whether for better or worse it is impossible with any precision to 
foresee. As might be expected, opinions differ as to’the measure of good and 
evil which such a catastrophe would have in store for us,—bat it seeme to be 
granted that, at the outeet, we should certainly be the gainers. - Our agrieul- 
tural product would fied a profitable market in almost every port ia Barope,— 
while our mercantile marine would grow rich in « short space of time from the 
valnable freights which ite neutral flag must inevitably secure for it, Thue 
mach it is safe to calculate upopn,—buat beyond this there are poiitical uncer- 
tainties to be taken into account, which make further prophecy compuratively 
worthless. Exchange has fallen to a point beyond wh.ch it is sot profitable 
to ship gold and silver, and as things stand now, the rates are likely to be ip 
our favour, we think, for = long while to come. Prices close pretty firm. Woe 
quote bills on 8} to 9 per cent, premium ; Paris, &c., 5f 15¢to Sf 17}e 
60 days, and 5f 10c to 5f 114¢ sight, 
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Money is abundant and quite eary, with only a moderate amount of first- 
class paper offering. We quote :—Loans on call, 6 to 7 per cent.; prime 
three to four monthe’ 8 to 9 perecent.; prime four to'six months’ paper 
9 to 12 per cent. ; road paper, 12 to 14 per cent. 

Lend warrants are scaree, snd we advance quotations:—160 seres, buying 
185 dol, selling 190 dole; 80 acres, buying 95 dols, selling 95 dols; 40 acrer, 
buying 46 dole 50c, selling 47 dols 50c. 

The stock market has been more afiimated during the week, under the 
influence of the late news from Europe, and the market has a strong upward 
tendency for all sound investment descriptions, the orders for which, on 
foreign account, are increasing by each successive arrival. The market for 
bonds is becoming daily more active. Last eales «f Illinois Central were at 
854. New York Central, 939 ; Erie Convertible, 88]; Hudson River, first 
mortgage, 106}; ditto Convertible, 88. State stocks are firm, end wanted for 
banking perpover, with very few offering. Ohio 6’s of °56, sold yesterdsy at 
104} ; ditto of '60, 108 ; and ditto of ’75,116. California 7’s sold at 88. 

The propored advance in the rates of marine insurance has, it if said, been 
given over for the present, at least. The Sun Mutual, Astor Mutual, and a 
few of the other old-established companies, were not willing to joim in a 
general rise, merely because they have met with one disastrous season cut of 
very many profitable ones for a number of years past. 


It is stated the new commercial treaty between France and 
Belgium will involve a reduction of 15 per cent. in the amount of 
duty now imposed on linen yarns and cloths imported from Bel- 
gium into Frante; the faculty of being able to send in transit 
through France linen tissues manufactured in Belgium, under 
the bonding system, withjEnglish yarns, on condition of exporta- 
tion ; and’ guarantees against all augmentation of duty on Belgian 
coals, castings, and iron; with reductions in the duty on lime, 
stones, looking-glasses, &c., it being another advance towards the 
inevitable free trade. 

We see in the Patriot some extracts of a letter from Dr Med- 
hurst, dated Shanghae, December 29th, which states that ‘‘the 
followers of Tae-ping-wang, in Nanking, were upwards of a 
million, all under the most complete system of organisation. In 
addition to these, he had two armies in the field, one in the north, 
which had made a rapid and successful march through the 
province of Pih-chih-le up to Teen-tsin, distant about seventy 

|| miles from the capital. On the 29th of November this army lay 
entrenched at Tsing-hae and Tuh-lew, from which the Imperialists 
bad attempted for a fortnight in vain to dislodge them. The 
other army had overrun the province of Keang-se and Guan-hwy 
on the west of Nanking, where they had taken the city of Yaou- 
chow-foo and King-tih-chin, the famous pottery on the banks of 
the Po-yang lake.

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING 

The corn market was dull to-day, though supplies of all kinds 
were short, except of American flour, of which there were 13,010 
bbls. The price of wheat was merely nominal at Monday's quo- 
tations. ting barley was inquired for, and the price of oats 
was steady, though the trade was dull. The arrivals off the 
coast from the Black Sea in the week were fewer than for some 
weeks pest, viz., 18 cargoes of wheat, 5 of Indian corn, and 4 of 
barley. Of the wheat, 10 cargoes were sold on the passage and 
3 since; the remainder are on sale. 

The extreme fine weather we have lately had gives great facility 
to agricukural icns, and promising well for the ensuing season, 
with the statements of the Emperor of the French, that the wanis of 
France had been provided for to the extent of 7,000,000 of hectolitres 
of foreign ‘wheat imported, have tended to make the market very 
dull. It seems, too, that the supplies obtainable at Odessa and the 
sea of rat are larger than were calculated on, and the price bad 
declined there from the cessation of business, consequent on the 
threatened war. From the neighbouring Continent, the markets 
affected by our improvement last week generally come firm with an 
active trede.. From Rotterdam, however, of the 27th ult., it is said 
the quam ity of new white Zealand wheat offered was large, and some 
of it was taken ‘for More, however, was left for the 
consumers than they efred'to buy, and the price fell from 3f to 5f. 
Thanks to Free Trade and 4 propitious commencement of the year,

any safety. Bengal silks have varied from 4 to 13} per cent. loss; 
China have varied from } to 13} per cent. loss; and Italian, French, 
and Piedmonts from nil to 93 per cent. loss. A meeting was held at 
Manchester on Monday to establish a conditioning house there, when 
resolutions favourable to the object were adopted and a committed 
appointed. : 

A letter from M. Arles Dufour, dated Lyons, March }, 1854 
forms us that since the middle of January business th+re has b as 
constantly decreasing, and is now at a complete stand-still.

The accounts reeeived 
from America on Monday last reported the New York marketas dal!, 
and prices }cdown, owing to the unfavourable accounts from this 
side, both regarding cotton and the position of politics. At New 
Orleans a locul speculation had caused a complete. panic. im the 
money market, and middling cotton had receded to 84e, but accordi 
to the accounts received yesterday by the Pacific, had again advan 
to 8c to 8c, with a large business. Concerning the crop, the 
accounts contain no new feature of interest ; estimates. were; in 
general more reduced, and range now between 2,600,000 
and 3,000,000 bales, A point, however, well deserving attention,is 
the following—that at present 200,000 bales less cotton are.now 
afloat than at this period last season, and the stock of American 
cotton at Liverpool is nearly 100,000 bales less than at that period, 
This would not fail to have a favourable effect upon the Liverpool 
market, if the unsettled state of political affairs did not cause holders 
to be rather eager to realise. ln the Lendon market about 4,000 
bales have exchanged hands at former prices, 


The markets for oils and seeds have been brisker this week; traus- 
actions have been on a large scale, and, in some instances; at higher 
prices. Tallow, Petersburg Y C, is 62s 6d per owt on the spot, 
63s 6d for delivery in May and June. Thestock of sperm oil is light, 
and there are eager purchasers at an advance of 40s per tun. 

The hemp crop of 1853 in the United States, now a subject of 
great interest, is thus spoken of in the Lexington (Mo.) Express:— 

A few tons of last summen’s growth have been brought into market, and 
sold at 100 dols per ton. A number of crops have been sold at that price, 
with the rise of the market till a given day, agreed upon between buyer and seller. 
100 dols per ton or 51 per cwt seems to be the only price. The crop in this 
county is one of the finest ever grown, both in quantity and quality. The 
yield per acre may not be quite as great as that of the year 1842, but the 
aggregate quantity produced in the county is perhape triple as great as that 
grown in 1842, and is greater than the product of any former year. 


The foreign dry goods trade of New York is thus described in the 
papers of the 18th :— 


British goods are scarcely so active, the far off trade and clothiers having 
about supplied their wants, and the near trade has not yet commended ac- 
tively. There is a large business doing through the medwm of the auction 
rooms, and, in some cases, large sacrifices have been made In order to realise. 
Low-priced linen drillings are rather higher than they were at the commence- 
ment of the season, and are in active request. Fancy drills, «xcept ‘choice 
styles, are very dull. Dress goods of nearly all kinds are rather’ dell,’ co0- 
timental goods are rather more active, and there is a rather better fecling 
among the large holders of staple articles under the newest of the 
“war question.” Silks are active at full pricee. Cloths, too, begin to move 
more freely, especially the bette qualities—worth 2 dols to 3 dole. Last yeat 
the demand was almost entrirely for the low grades. The imports which 
have for some \ime beenvery large, are beginning to diminish very sensibly, 
and they amount now in value, since 1st January, to but little more tham 1?

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Our market still continues in the same dull state we have reported for 
some weeks past, and, under al! circamstances, it is wonderful how well prices 
are maintained. 

The transactions in yarn have been on a very limited scale, and generally 
prices are 8 shade im favour of buyere, but not to the extent of a quotable 
change; 40’s to 60's mule are still in good demand for India at fuil rates. 
Cloth is in a much more depressed state than yarn, and, with the exception of 
light fabrics for India, there ie no demand, and prices are becoming very irre- 
gular, more especially in printing cloths.

The next is that of Mr Thomas Tebbut, merchant (end, 
we believe, farmer), whose affaire we have not been able to get any distinet 
statement of, but we believe his liabilities are not very heavy. The third is 
that of Pierce Brothers, engaged chiefly in the American trade. Their debts 
are 7,865/; aud ata meeting of the creditors to-dsy they offer 50 in the 
pound. We understand that Messrs Jobu Burd and Soa have offered a com- 
position of 11s in the pound, to be paid in eix, twelve, eighteen, and iwenty- 
four months. 





Leeps, Feb. 28.—By the carefal manner in which the operations in the 
cloth markets are couducted, it is evident that amy approach to &, large or 
extensive trade is not generally anticipated, The market thie day bas been 
dul] and inactive; only a very indifferent trade has been doné, bat still prices 
are maintained. This is no doubt, cuused by the firmness wiioli characterises 
the London wool sales. 

Grascow.--Cottov. — The transactions in cottom wool lave been'to the same 
moderate extentg as for many weeks past, and the prices are unchanged, 
being supported by the decreasing stock, witl: the’ prospect of very little 
arriving for some time to come. A good feeling existe for Egyptianr. For 
goods and yarns the market has been rather inactive, and for the latter, taken 
for consumption, prices are lower by from 24 to 5 per cent.
